the Public Buildings and OrosB 
Committee, for a $100,000,000 Omnlbu 
buildings bill during the next session 
struck a snat; today when It was stat- 
ed emphatically that President Hard- 
ing haa bla foot down on the propoal- 
tion. 

The President, it was learned at the 
'White House, la of the opinion that 
the Government cannot embtult on 
such an enterpriao at this time and ia 
confident that the citiea and towna 
which would like to have new Federal 
huiidings can wait until the condition 
of the Treasury is somewhat improv> 
ed. 

The attitude of the President on the 
iirojioscd "i>ork-barreI" legialatJon be- 
lame definitely known today when be 
save tentative approval lo the IS28 es- 
timate for appropriations now being 
worked out by General Lord, the Di- 
rector of the Budget. These estimates, 
it Is understood, cont.ain no provision 
for or mention of the proposed Omni- 
bus Buildinga biU. 

Although Postmaster General Work 
has encouraged Mr. Langley in his 
plans for an Omnibus Building bill, 
other Administration leaders insist 
that such a meaaure at the coming 
session would be Ill-advised If not 
suicidal In view of the Republican 
I)arty's promises for an economical 
programme. 

Some of the Republican leaders, In 
fact, are criticiiing the Kentucklan 
for sponsoring the bill at this time. 
They re|>on that the suggestions of 
this legislation, which were recently 
put forth, have met with Instant con- 
demnation from many sources and ex-

SHORTAGE OF GRADUATE 

NURSES IN KENTUCKY 

Louisville. Ky.. Oct. 23.— One of the 
most serious diificuities that is hind- 
ering imbltc health work in Kentucky 
at the present time Is the shortage of 
Srtiduate nurses especially trained in 
;iubllc health who are able to go out 
Into the state as worker.s. Dr. I'. 1-:. 
Blackerl)y, director of the State Board 
of Health's Bureau of County Health 
Work, declared here today in an ad- 
dress to the graduating classes of the 
nurses at the Louisville hospitals. 

"This is remaricable " Dr. Blacker- 
by continued, "when one considers the 
fact that most of the nurses who are 
graduated from city hospitals are 
originally from srn.allei- cities and 
towns out in the State, One would ex- 
pect them to. be ansloiu. to go back 
among their own people to work, par- 
ticularly when public health nursing 
offers a bro-ader field for service than 
private nursing ever can do. 

"It Is surprising, too, that more 
country girls do not come to the city 
especially to obtain— ultimately — pub- 
lic health training. .Sueh sirls can 
come here and enter a hospital, re- 
ceiving all the protection of a home, 
their board and room, and small sal- 
m iotti a ifg men, after they tiave taken 
a nurse's course, in a very short time 
equip themselves for work as public 
health nurses by taking a brief fur- 
ther course In public health work. Po- 
sitions piyinf.- Jl.soii a year as a niin 
imum alw.iys .ll-.- .ivailable."

1. Be sure that carcass Is thorough- 
ly rooletl out tiefnr,. salting as iheCLi- 
itr..a] be.tt will promote spoiling.' 

2. Trim hams, shoulders and Iiuimmi 
neatly. Fat trimmings should ue put 
Into sausage or lard. -
